Ancestry and Lineage of Daniel Heath 
(review June 2019) 


The title of this review is really a misnomer since little is yet known about Daniel Heath 
before his appearance in the 1820 Washington County, Georgia census. ' 


He was born in North Carolina in about 1794* and he was in Washington County by 
1820, but determining when and how he came there is hindered by the loss of the first 
three federal censuses for Georgia and the almost total loss of Washington County 
records when the county seat burned in 1855.° Headright grants, land surveys and 
some tax lists for Washington County survive because copies had been filed with the 
state but many locally held records that might have shed more light on these Heaths in 
early Georgia did not, e.g., deeds, marriage and probate records and court minutes. 


Presumably Daniel was living in Georgia by 15 December 1815 because registrants in 
the 1820 land lottery had to meet this residency requirement. He resided in Capt. 
Barges district in Washington County when he registered during one of the two 
registration periods offered between December 1818 and May 1820* and he would 
have qualified for two draws as he was married with a child by then.° Daniel drew Lot 
411, District 11 in Early County® but what became of this land is still to be determined.’ 
He reported no land in 1825 or on the later tax lists available for Washington County 
during the period of time he lived there.®

A search of Early County land lottery records is still needed to determine whether the land was granted 
to him or to an assignee and, if the former, a search of Early County's un-indexed deeds for 1821 to 1828 
will be needed as District 11 could not be found in its numerical deed index at FamilySearch.org

A 
more expansive search needs to be done as landowners could pay taxes in any county where they 
owned land until the law changed in 1840, though some people continued to pay in the county with the 
cheapest rates (Robert S. Davis and Ted O. Brooke, Georgia Research (Atlanta: Georgia Genealogical 
Society, 2001), 144). 
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The name of Daniel's first wife is unknown and she was deceased as of the 1830 
census. His household that year reflects the two sons and two daughters from this first 
marriage” and there were two sons from his marriage to Nancy Ann Tison in 
Washington County on 4 October 1832.'° 


Emanuel County 


Daniel and his family remained in Washington County at least through the 1840 
census.'' His son William married there in November 1847 but by then Daniel had 
relocated to Emanuel County as evidenced by his appearance on a juror list in May. * 
Both men were granted land survey warrants in Emanuel in 1848"° and were heads of 
household there in 1850.'* Daniel's survey warrant was for 450 acres but the survey 
done on 7 July 1849 was for 251 acres adjoining Read Hill Creek and landowners A.E. 
Tarver, James Brantley, Morgan Outlaw and Isaac Jones (also a chain carrier along 
with John G. Price).'° William's survey warrant and survey were for 850 acres and the 
survey completed on 16 October 1848 shows adjoining landowners as Jerry Stephens 
and Henry Johnson (also a chain carrier along with John Braddy).'° 


On the 1851 tax list William had one poll and 350 acres of land but Daniel reported one 
poll and no land so he may not have taken up the 1848 land."” 


Daniel had two more surveys done in Emanuel, one for 64 acres on Cypress Creek in 
1853 and one for 135 acres on Renfroes Creek in 1854. '® Only one deed has so far 
been found for him in Emanuel County, for 50 acres on Cypress Creek that he sold on

Pulaski County 


On 18 July 1856 while he was still a resident of Emanuel County, Daniel purchased 
202’ acres, Lot 157 in Pulaski County's 21st District.°° He mortgaged this land on 

18 January 1859*' and may have lost it under the terms of that contract as | have found 
no evidence it was part of his estate when he died in 1860. 


Daniel reported Lot 157 on the Pulaski County tax lists from 1857 through 1859.°* His 
son Griffin Heath (as Moses G. or M.G.) appeared on the same lists, with 1 poll and no 
land in 1857 and 1859, but 200 acres in Emanuel County in 1858. Son Isaac does not 
appear, but this isn't to be expected as he hadn't reached the age (21) to own land or be 
subject to a head tax. Daniel also acted as agent for his daughter Elizabeth Johnson, 
who had no land but had other reportable assets in 1857, and 101% acres, Lot 129 in 
Pulaski's 21st District in 1858 and 1859.°° No tax digest has been located for 1860 and 
no Heaths were found in a page-by-page search of the 1861 digest. 


Daniel died intestate in Pulaski County,** presumably sometime in 1860 as appraisers 
were appointed on 1 October 1860 and directed to set apart.a year's support for his 
widow, Nancy Ann Heath.*° He was not shown on the mortality schedule for the year 
ending 1 June 1860*° but neither was he shown as part of the Heath household when it 
was enumerated on August 6th. Census taker instructions were to record the names of 
everyone who was part of the household as of 1 June of the census year’ so the

instructions. It is equally possible that he died before June 1 and his name was not 
added to the mortality schedule because it wasn't provided to the census taker but the 
October estate appraisal makes this conclusion less plausible. 


Daniel's widow and._all-of his children were in the 1860 Pulaski County census except for 
William, who had moved to Johnson County.*8 Nancy Heath was living with her son 
Griffin's family*? and her stepson Thomas was one household away;2? Thomas's 
absence from the aforementioned tax lists suggests he had only recently joined the rest 
of his family in Pulaski. Daniel's daughter Elizabeth Johnson headed a household that 
included her half-brother Isaac and his family*' and her sister Polly Thomas was in the 
next household with her husband and children.°* John Tison, a likely candidate for 
Nancy Heath's father, was living with (probable daughter) Mary Anderson and her 
husband Joseph. 


Nancy Heath was last found on the 1870 census in Sumter County, Georgia as head of 
household and sole occupant.** Probably she had moved to Sumter with her son Griffin 
and was living with him when he died there in 1862. 


Children 


All of Daniel Heath's children were probably born in Washington County. He had four 
children from his first marriage: 


1. Elizabeth Heath, born between 1815 and 1818 according to census records and 
died after 1880, possibly in Appling County, Georgia where she was last found in

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the census living with the family of her sister Mary (Polly Ann).*° Elizabeth 
married Henry Johnson in Emanuel County on 20 March 1851°° but he was 
apparently deceased by 1858 (tax list) and there were no known children. 

2. Thomas B. Heath.’ 

3. Mary "Polly Ann" Heath, born between 1826 and 1829 according to census 
records, married John S. Thomas in Emanuel County on 3 November 1853°8 and 
died before 24 June 1891 when John remarried.°2 John died testate in Laurens 
County on 18 May 1900.*° There were two Thomas children in his and Polly's 
1870 household*' who were apparently not theirs as neither was there in 1880 or 
named in John's will.4* 

e Mary Ann E. Thomas, born in Georgia in about December 1853,*° and 
reportedly died in 1929 though no death record has. been found.** She 
married Charles Mullis in Pulaski County, Georgia on 27 March 1870.*° 

e John G. Thomas, born in Laurens County, Georgia in 1858, died in 
Dexter, Laurens County on 19 November 1929.*° He married Mary J. 
Shepard in Laurens County on 1 September 1887.*” 

4. William Henry Heath, born in about January 1827,*° died in Johnson County, 
Georgia before 2 August 1915, when a guardianship bond was secured on his 
four minor children.”

He was a 
private with (3d) Co. E., 12th Battalion Georgia Light Artillery, the same company 
his brother Thomas served with, and was admitted to the Washington Street 
Hospital in Petersburg, Virginia on 25 March 1865 with a gunshot wound to the 
left lung. The hospital was captured by Union forces on the 3rd of April and 


William was paroled on the 28th.°° 


=> William married Arsenia Brady or Braddy in Washington County on 
4 November 1847°' and they had at least eight children based on census records 
for them: 

e James Francis Heath, born in Georgia in August 1848,°° married (1) 
Elizabeth Wilson in Johnson County, Georgia on 30 October 1872,°° and 
(2) Mary E. Garrett in Washington County, Georgia on 4 July 1888.°* 

e Mary Jane Heath, born in Wrightsville, Johnson, Georgia on 30 May 1849, 
and died in Wrightsville on 1 January 1939.°° She married Leander 
Mosley.°° 

e Nancy A. Heath, born in Georgia about 1852;°” Nancy is not named in her
